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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Legrand etal., US 6,362,274. 

The patent issued to Legrand et al., teach the grafted copolymer comprising the 
claimed at least three sequences (column 2, 35-column 3, 5). Legrand also teach the 
claimed molar mass weight (claim 1). Legrand et al., teach the claimed nitrogenous 
groups (claim 6). Legrand et al., teach the claimed monomer units (claim 7). See 
Claims. 

Legrand et al., does not specifically teach the claimed yarn, fiber or filament 
which can be woven, however, Legrand et al., teach that the grafted polymer 
composition is useful for incorporating fibrous solids into paints (column 15, 9-15). It is 
the position of the Examiner that a fibrous solid would meet the limitation of fiber or 
filament. Legrand et al., teach that the fibrous solid would be coated or dispersed with 
the fibrous solid (column 2. 15-30). It is the position of the Examiner that the phrase 
"can be woven" is not a positive limitation, but rather a "capable of limitation. It has 
been held that the recitation that an element is "capable of performing a function is not 
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a positive limitation but only requires the ability to so perform. It does not constitute a 
limitation in any patentable sense. In re Hutchison, 69 USPQ 138 
Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 31-43 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art of record does not teach or 
fairly suggest the yarn, fiber or filament limitations or the spinning process limitations 
presently set forth. An art search did not produce any substantial art for which to base 
an obviousness type rejection and thus no motivation exists to combine references to 
form an obviousness type rejection.
